Factory at Amber, Jaipur (now a decayed town), where 
Akbar established one of the factories. It is illustrated in 
Martin’s “History of Oriental Carpets,” p. 100, fig. 243, 
and about it he writes: In this there are no European 
motives, but all are purely Kirman, though they have lost 
their strict [Persian] character.” As he had “ failed to find 
one authentic carpet of Akbar’s period,” this must be assigned 
to either the Jahangér or Shah Jahan periods : 1605-51.
